OPEN SEASON 
ON BEAVER 

‘Anotlier open season on 
Deaver is in the offing for 
Bay State fur trappers, runn- 
ing from February first to 
March 15 in all sections of 
Massachusetts, Ten beaver 
is the legal season limit, per 
trapper. 1 

‘Traps may measure up to 
seven and one-half inches 
across the open jaws If used 
only for beaver trapping. 
Toothed traps are not per 
mitted. A 1965 trapping lic- 
ense is required, as well as 
a special beaver trapping 
permit which may, be ob- 
tained from the Division of 
isheries and Game. Trapping 
within ten feet of the water- 
line of any beaver house or 
dam, or molesting beaver 
houses and dams is probibit- 
ed.

ATTORNEY GENERAL 
GEORGE FINGOLD OUT FOR 
STIFFER PENALTIES 


Still stiffer penalties in the sale 
of liquor to minors are a probavle 
outgrowth of Attorney General 
General George Fingold’s State 
House conference with the Massa- 
chusetts Youth Service Board. 

“Members of. the board and 
members of the new Youth Divi- 
sion of the Attorney General's Of- 
fice are in agreement," Fingold re- 
ported this week. “that juveniles 
are finding it increasingly eamer 
to procure liquor, and that in many 
cases intoxicants are directly to 
blame for starting boys and girls 


“We believe the responsibility 
and punishment should £ 
on the teen-age purch: 
entirely on the licensee 
unwittingly sella liquor to minors 
who look old enough to buy."* 

Attorney General Fingold indic- 
j ated he would draw a bill, and ask 
|the Legislature to permit its in- 
troduction, providing penalties for 
minors who purchase liquor and 
adults who buy it for them, 

Fingold also is proposing legiala- 
tion that will make mandatory the 
revocation of a liquor license the 
| second time the licensee is con- 

victed of selling to a minor. This 
ie an outgrowth of a conference 
Fingold held with Massachusetts 
Police Chiefs three weeks ago. 

Yotith Service Board members, 
headed by John D. Coughlan, 
chairman, agreed enthusiastically 
to participate in a two-day police 
seminar on youth problems which 
Fingold 1s arranging for February, 
and evinced an active interest in 
the new course of instruction being 
set up for police training schools in 
the state. 

The board also recognized the 
value of organizing crime preven- 
tion bureaus in cities and towns 
throughout the state where none 
exists now, the Attorney General 
added, Such bureaus were urged 
by Fingold in his conference with 
District Attorneys last month. 


BIRDS LIKE OUR WINTERS TOO. 


Christmas Census Reveals Many 
es Wintering Here 

‘The 1954 Christmas Count, under- 
taken by the Massachusetts Adu- 
bon Society as part of a nation- 
wide census, proved once again 
that birds like to spend the winter 
in New England. In a dawn to 
dusk check on the wild feathered 
population of Massachusetts, mem- 
bers of the Society and their 
friends recorded 83 species on 
(ape Ann the highest number in 
20 years of census taking. In New- 
buryport the number reached 81 
on the South Shore 75, another re- 
cord-breaker, while Cape Cod list- 
ed 118, 

In a project where every bird 
counts, dedicated observers arose 
in temperatures far below freezing, 
dressed by lamp-light in five or six 
layers of clothing, filled thermoseg 


}and sand buckéts, lit hand-warm- 


ers, and plodded out into the snow. 
Across the country it was the 
same, whether In elegt or burning 
sunshine, Not « Bird must go un- 
counted. And the records, when 
finally compiled, will be published 
in a thick booklet, so that those 
who are interested may delve fur- 
ther ‘to discover just what was 
seen where, and how many, ,even 
by whom. 

Because of a cold Deember the 
number of individuals (birds, that 
fs) -was lower than in the past 
few years. But due to the recent 
mild winters more species aFé 
over-winterin. Robins, catbirds, 
thrashers, and even orloles were 
fairly generally reported. On the 
other hand, bluebirds were miss- 
{ng from many communities for

A blue goose was seen at 
Newburyport, 40 razor-billed auks 
in group off Plum Island, 5 short- 
eared owls on the South Shore, a 
green-winged teal in Wellesley, @ 
broad-winged hawk, rare in winter, 
in Ipswich, and an albino red-tail 
near Westport.
